Assessing the situation, 
the officer engaged the terrorists with accurate fire and killed two terrorists on the 
spot. 


In the ensuing fierce encounter, Maj D Sreeram Kumar continued moving 
towards the remaining well-entrenched terrorists. Seeing sheer audacity of the 
valiant officer his section immediately followed him. On seeing two more 
terrorists firing from a dugout channel, Maj D Sreeram Kumar directed his buddy 
to provide covering fire and himself with utter disregard to his own safety dashed 
down and closed in crawling and killed the two terrorists at point blank range. 

Major D Sreeram Kumar displayed inspirational leadership, most 
conspicuous gallantry under lethal hostile fire and single handedly eliminated 
four terrorists. 
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2. IC-59066 MAJOR MOHIT SHARMA, SENA MEDAL. 1 st 

BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 
FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award; 21 March 2009) 

Major Mohit Sharma was leading Bravo Assault Team in operations in 
Kupwara District of North Kashmir. On 21 March 2009, after receiving 
information of presence of some infiltrating terrorists in dense forest, he planned 
meticulously and led his commandos in tracking them. On observing suspicious 
movement, he alerted his scouts but terrorists fired from three directions 
indiscriminately. In the heavy exchange of fire, four commandos were wounded. 
Immediately, with complete disregard to his personal safety, Major Sharma 
crawled and recovered two soldiers to safety. Unmindful of the overwhelming 
fire, he threw grenades and killed two terrorists but was shot in the chest. In the 
brief respite that followed, he kept directing his commandos, inspite of serious 
injuries. Sensing further danger to his comrades, he charged in a daring close 
quarter combat killing two more terrorists and attained martyrdom fighting for 
his motherland in the highest traditions of Indian Army. 

Major Mohit Sharma, SM, thus displayed most conspicuous gallantry, 
inspiring leadership and indomitable courage and made the supreme sacrifice 
while fighting the terrorists

1. 2994546 NAIK RISHIKESH GURJAR, RAJPUT REGIMENT / 10 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 08 November 2008) 

On 08 November 2008, as part of assault group in an operation in Doda 
District of Jammu & Kashmir, Naik Rishikesh Gurjar volunteered to confirm 
presence of terrorists hiding inside a well-fortified cave. With utter disregard to 
personal safety and extreme audaciousness, he crawled on ledge leading onto the 
cave and threw grenade inside, drawing heavy fire from terrorists. 

Using his position, he volunteered and laid concertina coil below the 
entrance. Putting life under grave risk, he subsequently placed and lit smoke 
candles and kerosene soaked grass bundles to smoke out terrorists. He thereafter 
prepositioned himself and braving heavy volume of fire from terrorists who came 
out firing indiscriminately, shot one of them at point blank range. The remaining 
two terrorists came out close behind. Showing total disregard to personal safety, 
grit and dogged determination in face of terrorist fire, he shot both of them in 
close combat, single-handedly. 

Naik Rishikesh Gurjar displayed raw courage, audacity and conspicuous 
gallantry in neutralizing three terrorists. 

2. 1059630 MAJOR AMIT OSCAR FERNANDES 7 MARATHA 

LIGHT INFANTRY 


(Effective date of the award: 16 November 2008) 

On 16 November 2008 a search and destroy operation was launched 
around a village in district Baramulla (Jammu & Kashmir). At 2045hrs the search 
party of five Other Ranks under Major Amit Oscar Fernandes was in general 
area. Due to poor visibility and rough terrain, the officer spotted movement of 
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terrorists only when they were close to him. Major Fernandes brought down 
effective fire on the terrorists killing two of them. One terrorist charged towards 
him. Firing with utter disregard to his personal safety, Major Fernandes caught 
the weapon of the terrorist by the barrel and deflected it away from him and his 
party. The hot barrel caused burns to his hand and one bullet embedded itself into 
his bullet proof Jacket. The terrorist bit his thumb to release the weapon. Major 
Fernandes however persisted and snatched the weapon away from the terrorist 
and shot him dead. 

Major Fernandes by his raw courage, extreme determination and timely 
action saved the lives of his comrades while eliminating three hardcore terrorists. 


3. IC-61379 MAJOR DEEPAK TEWARL CORPS OF ELECTRONICS 
AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS /14 RASHTR1YA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 28 November 2008) 

On 27 November 2008, Major Deepak Tewari received specific 
information from the Brigade regarding presence of five terrorists in one of the 
houses in a village in Jammu & Kashmir. He rapidly moved in pitchdark night, 
thus surprising the terrorists with the speed of movement. At 0015 hrs on 28 Nov 
2008 while closing in on to the target, the officer heard the terrorists coming, out 
of the house towards them. On seeing own troops, terrorists opened heavy 
volume of fire, the officer, despite the barrage of fire, displaying nerves of steel 
and quick reflexes retaliated and chased four terrorists who jumped behind a 
rock, in the face of terrorist fire the officer moved forward with lightning speed 
and in extremely close-range gun-battle of approximately three meters single 
handedly eliminated three terrorists and critically injuring the fourth. The brave 
officer then provided personal leadership to the team, which resulted in 
elimination of five hardcore terrorists. 

Major Deepak Tewari exhibited conspicuous gallantry, leadership and 
professional acumen, under extreme danger while fighting the terrorists. 

4. 9113063 PARATROOPER SHABIR AHMAD MALIK. 1 st 
BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 
FORCES). (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 21 MARCH 2009) 

Paratrooper Shabir Ahmad Malik a fierce patriot, willingly volunteered for 
Special Forces to fight terrorists in his beloved Kashmir. He further volunteered 
as a scout to lead his troop. 
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On 21 March 2009, his troop was tracking an infiltrating column of terrorists 
when he observed suspicious movement and alerted his commando buddy. 
Suddenly,, the terrorists opened overwhelming volume of fire from three 
directions and his buddy received gunshot wounds. Sensing grave danger to his 
comrades, he displayed exceptional courage with total disregard to his safety by 
lobbying grenades, crawling and charging onto the terrorists, killing one at point- 
blank range. During this firefight, he sustained serious gunshot wounds but 
pulled his buddy to safety. Despite being grievously wounded, he killed another 
terrorist iii hand-to-hand combat and refused evacuation motivating his comrades 
during the firefight. His supreme sacrifice led to the rare scenes of Kashmir 
Valley mourning and honouring him fighting for motherland as many vowed to 
follow the martyr’s footsteps. 

Shabir Ahmad Malik displayed exceptional courage, camaraderie and made 
the supreme sacrifice while fighting the terrorists.

1. SHRI DAVID KERKETTA. LANCE NAIK, 4 th Bn. ORISSA 

SPECIAL ARMED POLICE (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 27 July 2007) 

On complaint of a businessman, a Police team was constituted to trap a 
group of inter-state criminals engaged in extortion and kidnapping. Shri David 
Kerketta, Lance Naik, 4 th BN Orissa Special Armed Police (OSAP), was part of 
that team. The team prepared a strategy to seize the gang. On 27 July 2007, as 
per direction of the extortionists, the Scorpio vehicle of the complainant was 
parked near Kiriburu square in front of treasure gate, where two criminals riding 
a motorcycle approached the Scorpio vehicle and demanded to hand over the 
cash. As per the strategy, Shri David Kerketta of OSAP was hiding in this 
vehicle. 

Shri David Kerketta jumped from the vehicle and caught hold of the 
miscreants. When the criminals were about to be overpowered, the other culprits 
opened fire. A bullet hit the head of Shri David Kerketta who fell on the ground. 
Shri Kerketta succumbed to the injuries on 28.07.2007 at the hospital. In the 
process, a member of the gang was apprehended and later the extortion gang was 
busted. 

Shri David Kerketta showed exemplary courage and laid down his life 
while performing his duty with great dedication. 

2 . SHRI MANO.T KUMAR SINGH. INSPECTOR. 10 th Bn. QUICK 

REACTION TEAM. INDO-TIBETAN BORDER POLICE 

(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 03 January 2008) 

Shri Manoj Kumar Singh, Inspector of 10 th Bn, Indo Tibetan Border Police 
was part of the Quick Reaction Team deployed for providing security to the 
Border Roads Organization (BRO) personnel in Afghanistan. On 03 January 
2008 at 1645 hours, he received information that bomb kept in a motorcycle has 
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been detonated near the convoy of BRO returning from the Quarry operations in 
a Taliban infested town. He immediately rushed to the blast site. 

On the site, he took stock of the situation and deployed his team to safely 
evacuate the convoy from further attacks. Unmindful of his safety, he swiftly 
cleared the road of traffic and managed to divert the convoy and guided it to 
safety. After ensuring that the last vehicle of the convoy was safe, he regrouped 
his team for returning to Headquarters when a suicide bomber blew ups himself 
close to him. He sustained severe injuries and died on the spot. 

Shri Manoj Kumar Singh, thus, displayed raw courage, determination and 
lost his life in performing his duty. 

3. SHRI DESHA SINGH. CONSTABLE. 12™ Bn.. INDO-TIBETAN 
BORDER POLICE (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 03 January 2008) 

Shri Desha Singh, Constable of 12 th Bn. Indo Tibetan Border Police was 
part of the Quick Reaction Team (QRT) deployed for providing security to the 
Border Roads Organization (BRO) personnel in Afghanistan. On 03 January 
2008 at 1645 hours, the Quick Reaction Team received information that a bomb 
kept in a motorcycle has been detonated before the convoy of BRO returning 
from the Quarry operations in a Taliban infested town. The Quick Reaction 
Team immediately reached the blast site. 

Shri Desha Singh took stock of the situation and without wasting time, he 
looked for an alternative route and unmindful of his safety coordinated with the 
convoy and QRT Commander and personally ensured that all the vehicles moved 
away from the blast site and were out of danger. After ensuring that the last 
vehicle of the convoy was safe, he joined his team for returning to Headquarters 
when a suicide bomber blew up himself close to him. He sustained severe 
injuries and later succumbed to his injuries. 

Shri Desha Singh displayed raw courage, determination and lost his life in 
performing his duty. 

4. SHRI ONKAR NATH. CONSTABLE. 2 nd Bn. INDO-TIBETAN 
B ORDER POLICE 

(Effective date of the award: 05 June 2008) 

Shri Onkar Nath, Constable of 2 nd Bn. Indo Tibetan Border Police was on 
security duty in Project Zaranj, Afghanistan. On 05 June 2008, he was traveling 
in the front escort ITBP convoy returning from Razai Quarry after the day’s work 
of extracting stones for road construction. Before moving on the highway, the 
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convoy stopped to survey and secure the highway. In the meanwhile, an 
explosive laden corolla vehicle came with tremendous speed towards the convoy. 
Shri Nath was about to fire when the suicide bomber detonated himself and the 
vehicle exploded close to him. Despite severe injuries including loss of sight in 
one eye he rushed the QRT vehicle loaded with explosive shells and removed the 
explosive shells to a safe place and prevented further explosions. Thereafter, he 
secured the area to thwart a possible follow up attack by the Taliban. Shri Onkar 
Nath immediately informed the HQ and helped in evacuating the other injured 
personnel. 

Shri Onkar Nath showed exemplary courage and presence of mind in the 
face of extreme adverse conditions and saved many lives. 

^ 5. GS-173875N OEM GRADE-II SHRI SATISH KUMAR. BORDER 

ROADS ORGANISATION 


(Effective date of the award: 11 August 2008) 

Due to heavy rains, a major land slide occurred at km 67 on the road on 
11 Aug 2008. The slide remained very active right from its occurrence 
prohibiting the deployment of man and machine for its clearance and claimed six 
lives due to continuous rolling down boulders. The road being the life line of 
Bhutan, clearance of the slide was essential. However, due to the extreme danger 
involved, the Minister of Bhutan present at the site had advised everyone against 
approaching the slide. 

Under these circumstances Operator Executive Machinery Satish Kumar 
volunteered to clear the slide. Undeterred by the falling boulders and in the face 
of grave danger, without caring for his own life he displayed exemplary courage 
and cleared the slide. Against repeated risks to his own life, Operator Executive 
Machinery Satish Kumar continued clearing the slide for days till normalcy was 
restored. 

Operator Executive Machinery Grade-II Satish Kumar displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of an exceptional order beyond the 
call of routine duty even at the cost of risking his own life. 

6 . 9098809 LANCE NAIK SUBASH CHANDER. 10 JAMMU AND 

KASHMIR LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 20 August 2008) 

On 20 August 2008, Lance Naik Subash Chander was the leading scout of 
a column launched to target terrorists, reported to have concentrated at a Village 
by own sources from a Village in Manipur. The column moved with stealth from 
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the Company Operating Base in inclement weather and thick vegetation. At 
approx 1130 hours Lance Naik Subash Chander showing alertness and presence 
of mind alerted the column about suspicious move of terrorists. In the ensuing 
firefight, own troops fired with restrain due to proximity of the village. He, in 
order to ensure that the villagers do not get killed, tried to close onto the terrorists 
for aimed effective fire. While closing in he was hit by a bullet in his jaw. 
Undeterred by his grievous injury and with utter disregard to his personal safety 
he continued to fire and killed two terrorists. Lance Naik Subash Chander later 
succumbed to his injuries. 

Lance Naik Subash Chander displayed boldness and raw courage of the 
highest degree manifesting the epitaph of keeping duty before self in the highest 
traditions of Indian Army in fighting the terrorists. 

7 IC-62272 MAJOR RATNESH KUMAR SINGH, RAJPUT 

REGIMENT / 58 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 21 September 2008) 

On 21 September 2008, Major Ratnesh Kumar Singh was part of a cordon 
and search operation in general area in district Ramban, Jammu & Kashmir. At 
1530 hours, terrorists hiding in the maize fields close to the officer’s party 
opened accurate fire on his party injuring a jawan. The officer immediately 
retaliated, grievously injuring one terrorist and killing another from close 
quarters. This brave act unnerved the terrorists enabling evacuation and provision 
of first aid to the injured jawan. The third terrorist meanwhile continued to give 
a pitched battle. The officer realising danger to own troops in the maize field and 
deteriorating light conditions, crawled into the maize field and shot dead the third 
terrorist from close quarters. 

Major Ratnesh Kumar Singh showed exceptional bravery, camaraderie and 
presence of mind in fighting the terrorists. 

8 . SQUADRON LEADER HARKIRAT SINGH (26696) FLYING 
(PILOT) 


(Effective date of the award: 23 September 2008) 

On 23 September 2008, Squadron Leader Harkirat Singh was authorised to 
fly a two aircraft Practice Interception sortie on the Bison aircraft by Dark Night. 
During the interception phase at an altitude of four Km, when the pilot engaged 
reheat to accelerate to the briefed speeds, he noticed a bright flash in the 
peripheral vision and heard three loud banging noises from the engine. He 
promptly selected reheat off. However, the Rotation Per Minute and Jet Pipe 
Temperature continued to wind down indicating an engine flame out. This 
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resulted in complete loss of thrust with the speed washing off and the aircraft 
descending. Also, he experienced loss of flight and attitude data on the Head Up 
Display and Multi Functional Display. Further, cockpit lights went off with only 
the battery operated emergency floodlights being available. During dark night 
over the desert, with very few lights on the ground and with only stars in the sky, 
disorientation can occur very quickly. It is further compounded if a dire 
emergency, like a flame out occurs. In-addition, with only limited head down 
instruments available against dim cockpit lights, this situation could have also led 
to disorientation. This coupled with a flamed out engine, presented the pilot with 
an emergency of the most critical nature on the MiG-21 class of aircraft. 


Despite experiencing a dire emergency, Sqn Ldr H Singh calmly assessed 
the situation and reacted in a controlled manner. In order to prevent the rapid 
decay in speed, he immediately reduced the angle of attack, thereby preventing 
the aircraft from entering the stalling regime. He then took recovery actions of 
relighting the engine without delay. While doing so he continued with the 
difficult task of piloting the aircraft in dark night conditions. After a successful 
relight and with the cockpit lighting restored, he utilised his on board navigation 
systems along with the assistance from Ground Control Intercept controller to 
position on final approach followed by a Surveillance Radar Approach to land. 
The pilot was now faced with the next demanding task of carrying out an 
overweight landing in dark night conditions. Landing in this configuration by 
dark night calls for high degree of skill levels. His exemplary piloting skills with 
composed mental state under extreme adverse conditions were instrumental in 
successfully recovering the aircraft. This act of saving the aircraft was 
undertaken by him in total disregard to his own safety. Any wrong input or a 
delayed action by the pilot would have resulted in a catastrophic accident. After 
landing, he cleared off the runway and switched off, thereby enabling the 
recovery of other aircraft. His prompt and correct actions prevented a Category - 
I accident and saved a valuable aircraft. 


Squadron Leader Harkirat Singh displayed exceptional courage in 
successfully handling the emergency and saved a valuable asset. 

9. IC-64795 MAJOR ANKUR GARG. CORPS OF ENGINEERS / 24 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 25 September 2008) 

An Operation was launched on 24 September 2008 in Jammu & Kashmir 
to intercept a group of 13 terrorists. Maj Ankur Garg led his small team to an 
altitude of 13500 feet. Conduct with the terrorists was established in extremely 
hostile terrain and adverse weather conditions in which Maj Ankur Garg and his 
party was tasked as part of the cordon to prevent escape of terrorists. 
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On 25 September 2008, at approximately 0230 hours, two of the trapped 
13 terrorists, with an aim to break the cordon, moved undetected to an 
advantageous position and opened indiscriminate effective fire on his party. He 
realized the grave danger posed by this movement to his subordinates and to the 
whole operation. Completely disregarding his own safety, he left his cover, 
charged in the line of fire of the terrorist and eliminated them in close combat; 
thus plugging the gap being attempted. The audacious act broke the morale of 
the terrorists prevented their escape from the cordon, and thus led to the 
elimination of the balance 11 terrorists. 

Major Ankur Garg, thus, displayed outstanding gallantry and inspiring 
leadership in the face of terrorists. 

10. IC-62248 MAJOR SAURABH PUTT KHOLIA. ARMOURED 

CORPS / 22 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 09 October 2008) 

On 09 Oct 2008, based on specific information received about presence of 
terrorists in a house, a cordon and search operation was launched in a village in 
Jammu & Kashmir. Major Saurabh Dutt Kholia personally selected the site, 
placed effective cordon around the target house alongwith his party in which two 
terrorists were hiding. Very heavy effective fire was brought by terrorists. The 
officer unmindful of his personal safety crawled and placed three successive 
Improvised Explosive Devices. He acted in a deliberate manner and avoided 
civilian casualties and collateral damage. The officer with unflinching courage, 
engaged terrorists with effective fire and personally eliminated two hardcore 
terrorists, one of them the Chief Operations Commander, North Kashmir of a 
terrorist outfit. 

Major Saurabh Dutt Kholia displayed indomitable courage, inspiring 
leadership in the face of heavy odds in fighting against the terrorists. 


11. 15330627 LANCE NAIK SUJITH BABU V. CORPS OF ENGINEERS 

/ 38 RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 14 October 2008) 

Lance Naik Sujith Babu V was a part of team in OPERATION 
‘RAKSHAK’ (J&K). 

On 13/14 Oct 08, information was received of presence of Regional 
Commander Jammu Region of a dreaded terrorist outfit in a village in Poonch 
district of Jammu & Kashmir. The hideout was located under a rock with a 
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narrow opening. When all attempts to create an opening failed, L/Nk Sujith 
Babu V volunteered to close in and attempt creating an alternative opening. He 
carried out recce and laid two charges to create the same. He was crawling to 
place the third charge, when the terrorist started indiscriminate firing. L/Nk 
Sujith Babu V received multiple gunshot wounds. Unmindful of his personal 
safety and displaying courage in face of terrorist fire, he placed and detonated the 
third charge before succumbing to his injuries, resulting in enlarging the opening 
and elimination of the dreaded terrorist. 

Lance Naik Sujith Babu V showed gallantry and dedication in the face and 
made supreme sacrifice. 

12; IC-57104 MAJOR DINESH SINGH PARMAR. 2 SIKH LIGHT 

INFANTRY 


(Effective date of the award: 18 October 2008) 

On 18 October 2008 based on confirmed intelligence reports, Major 
Dinesh Singh Parmar, was leading a search party in an operation in a village in 
Rajouri district of Jammu & Kashmir. 

At 0955 hours, search column drew heavy terrorists fire from hideout 
inside a re-entrant. Major Parmar, immediately re-positioned troops blocking all 
escape routes of terrorists. However, own fire was ineffective on terrorists who 
continued to engage own troops with AK-47s and grenade launcher. 

Realising grave danger to troops, under covering fire from his buddy, the 
officer broke cover, tactically moved towards nail ah and brought down effective 
fire into hideout dropping dead one terrorist. Heavy fire, however, prevented him 
from engaging remaining terrorists. Assessing the situation and carefully 
analyzing the ground, he approached the hideout from flank. While approaching 
hideout, despite suffering grievous abdominal injury due to terrorist fire, he 
closed in with hideout and lobbed grenade inside, eliminating another terrorist 
and neutralised grenade launcher fire before being evacuated due to excessive 
bleeding. 

Major Dinesh Singh Parmar displayed cool courage, nerves of steel, 
dogged determination and acted beyond the call of duty. 
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13. IC -63089 MAJOR SUBRAM AN IAM ANAND. 4 SIKH LIGHT 
INFANTRY 


(Effective date of the award: 25 October 2008) 

Based on a tip-off on 25 October 2008 of some terrorists assembling for 
arms deal in a village in Nalbari district of Assam a well-deliberated, 
orchestrated operation was planned and executed. At approx 2120 hours raid 
party reached the target area from north. At approx 50 meters from the target 
area, a few individuals came out of the complex firing indiscriminately. One of 
the stray bullets hit Major Anand. The officer undeterred of the temporary shock 
and showing presence of mind immediately divided his party into two groups to 
chase fleeing terrorists. The officer himself led one party and when the terrorists 
did not stop the officer adjusted his position and shot at one of the terrorists. 

The terrorist was wounded and before he could lob a grenade to break 
contact, the officer silenced him with a burst of fire. Meanwhile the other two 
terrorists had taken cover and were firing indiscriminately. Under covering fire 
of his buddy, the officer crawled for 30 meters, charged at the terrorists 
simultaneously and eliminated both the terrorists. Weapons, ammunitions, other 
equipment and stores were recovered. 

Major Subramaniam Anand exhibited superlatively exemplary courage and 
boldness in fighting against the terrorists. 

14. IC-61857 MAJOR MANU SHUKIA. REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY 

/ II RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 27 October 2008) 

Major Manu Shukla undertook an operation in a village in District 
Kishtwar (J&K) from 23-28 Oct 2008. He led a self-contained column on 23 Oct 
2008 in treacherous terrain over a distance of 23 Kms and kept surveillance over 
target-area for 48 hours under extreme inclement weather. 

At 0745 hours on 27 Oct 2008, one terrorist came out firing 
indiscriminately and was shot dead by the officer at point blank range. 
Meanwhile remaining terrorists brought down heavy fire from the hideout. 
Anticipating danger to own troops, the officer manoeuvred and lobbed grenade 
into the hideout which did not explode and exposed the officer to the fierce fire 
of terrorists who made exit from the hideout. In do or die situation he acted most 
boldly and shot dead both terrorists from close quarter. Meanwhile, two 
remaining terrorists escaped using cover of boulders. The officer immediately 
relocated his party, which later resulted in killing of both. 
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Major Manu Shukla displayed exceptional gallantry and leadership while 
fighting the terrorists. 

15. SQUADRON LEADER TARUN KUMAR CHAUDHRI (25871). 
FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award: 14 November 2008) 

On 14 Nov 08, Squadron Leader Tarun Kumar Chaudhri was assigned the 
task of picking up three Border Security Force casualties, Electronic Voting 
Machines (EVMs) and election commission officials. Sqn Ldr Chaudhri had been 
successfully operating at Chhatisgarh since 08 Nov 08. He was chosen as the 
Captain of the helicopter because of his leadership, courage and qualities of task 
accomplishment. He proved his mettle and worth by successfully undertaking the 
task at Chhatisgarh, immensely contributing towards the planned election process 
in the state in spite of operations involving regularly flying in tihe disturbed areas 
of Chhatisgarh due to violence of Anti-National Elements (ANEs). On 14 Nov 
08, after landing at the helipad and picking up the personnel and equipment, 
during take off, his helicopter came under heavy small arms and light machine 
gun fire. The helicopter sustained heavy damage to the main rotor blades, fuel 
tank, and tail boom. Despite damage to aircraft and fast approaching night fall, 
Sqn Ldr Chaudhri displayed supreme courage under fire, skilful handling of.the 
aircraft and great composure in quickly and correctly assessing the fly-worthiness 
of the aircraft, the adverse ground situation due to the presence of ANEs in the 
vicinity and flew back the helicopter safely to Jagdalpur. This act of courage, 
composure and presence of mind saved fifteen lives in the helicopter and the 
voting machines, which are government property and avoided adverse 
propaganda material for the ANEs cause. 

Squadron Leader Tarun Kumar Chaudhri displayed exceptional courage 
under fire from anti national elements, leadership and composure under adverse 
situation. 

16. 776951 SERGEANT MUSTAFA ALI FLIGHT ENGINEER 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 14 November 2008) 

On 14 November 2008, the helicopter with Sergeant Mustafa Ali as the 
Flight Engineer was tasked for casualty evacuation of three Border Security 
Force (BSF) personnel from a helipad infested with anti national elements. Sgt 
Ali had been operating in Chhatisgarh since 08 November 2008 for election 
duties. On being detailed for the task. Sergeant Ali cheerfully volunteered to 
undertake the mission in spite of knowing that Chhatisgarh was a disturbed area 
with reports of repeated cases of violent attacks on security personnel, election 
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duty officials and government property by the Naxals. Despite the heightened 
security scenario and intermittent violence the aircraft successfully operated till 
14 November 2008, aiding the fundamental democratic process of elections to be 
conducted smoothly in the state of Chhatisgarh. Not withstanding the danger to 
life Sergeant Ali undertook the mission. The helicopter was flown professionally 
to pickup the casualties, electronic voting machines and election commission 
officials from the helipad. After picking up the personnel and equipment, during 
take off from the helipad the helicopter came under heavy small arms and light 
machine guns fire from ground by anti-national elements. One of these bullets 
fatally injured Sergeant Mustafa Ali. 

Sergeant Mustafa Ali displayed raw courage under adverse security 
conditions and laying down his life in line of the duty to the nation. 

17. 2792266 NAIK PAWAR CHANDRABHAN BHIKAN. 7 MARATHA 

LIGHT INFANTRY, (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 17 November 2008) 

On 17 November 2008, Naik Pa war Chandrabhan Bhikan was part of the 
search column in general in Baramulla district of Jammu & Kashmir. Naik Pawar 
who was a Light Machine Gun Number-1 in the support party traded his weapon 
for an assault rifle and joined the search party. At 1255hrs Naik Pawar observed a 
well-concealed terrorist under a boulder about three meters in front and below 
him ready to fire, whom no one else could have observed. Sensing the danger to 
his comrades Naik Pawar with utter disregard to personal safety assaulted the 
terrorist firing continuously, forcing the terrorist to engage him, thereby saving 
his comrades. In the extreme close quarter, one-to-one encounter, Naik Pawar 
killed the terrorist but succumbed to the bullet injuries. 

Naik Pawar Chandrabhan Bhikan showed bravery, courage under fire and 
outstanding devotion to duty at the cost of his life. 

18. 2599664 LANCE HAVILDAR LUIS PERIYERA NAYAGAM, 
MADRAS REGIMENT / 8 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 18 December 2008) 

Lance Havildar Luis Periyera Nayagam was part of the cordon established 
to prevent escape of terrorists hiding among boulders in general area in Doda 
district of Jammu & Kashmir. The individual leading his small team on 18 Dec 
08 pinned down the terrorists with accurate fire and foiled their attempts to take 
advantage of darkness poor visibility and chill factor to escape. 
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At daybreak he volunteered to close in, as the terrorists were immune to 
grenade assault and small arm fire. He crawled from the flanks under heavy fire 
towards the boulders and threw a grenade that did not have desired effect. 
Realizing this, he climbed the boulder shielding the terrorists with his buddy 
providing fire support. He directed his buddy to lob grenade below the boulders 
to distract the terrorists. On explosion of the grenade, with utter disregard to his 
personal safety, he jumped from the boulder on to the two terrorists and killed 
them single handedly. 

Lance Havildar Luis Periyera Nayagam displayed audacity, raw courage 
and perseverance of very high order in the face of the terrorists’ fire. 

19. 9107449 RIFLEMAN MOHD ABDUL AMIEEN BHAT. JAMMU 

AND KASHMIR LIGHT INFANTRY / 57 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 28 January 2009) 

On 28 January 2009, based on specific information about presence of 
terrorists in a village in Jammu &Kashmir, a cordon and search operation was 
launched. Rifleman Mohammad Amieen Bhat while searching a house, at about 
0830 hrs noticed suspicious movement. With utter disregard to personal safety he 
closed in towards the terrorists hiding in a hideout. Despite the barrage of fire 
being fired by the terrorists, displaying nerves of steel and excellent fieldcraft he 
killed one hardcore terrorist identified as Battalion Commander of an outlawed 
terrorist outfit. In the face of terrorist fire, displaying dogged determination he 
moved forward with lightning speed and in a daring act of bravery, single 
handedly grievously injured another terrorist. He then succumbed to the bullet 
injuries, saving the life of his party Commander who was in the line of fire of 
terrorist. His act of bravery motivated the team, which resulted in elimination of 
two hardcore terrorists. 

Rifleman Mohammad Amieen Bhat displayed unparallel act of gallantry, 
raw courage, initiative, determination infighting the terrorists and made the 
supreme sacrifice. 


20. SS-42427 LIEUTENANT CHUNDAWAT PRASHANT SINGH. 16™ 

BATTALION THE JAT REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award: 20 March 2009) 

Lieutenant Chundawat Prashant Singh was on an area domination patrol 
when generic information regarding terrorist infiltration in Kupwara district of 
Jammu & Kashmir was received. With single-minded devotion and dogged 
determination he followed the terrorists for six hours through treacherous terrain 
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and heavy snow. He also guided other teams to block the escape routes. On 20 
March 2009 at about 0630 hours, the terrorists opened heavy automatic fire, 
injuring three of his soldiers and hitting him on his helmet. The terrorists were in 
an advantageous position. He crawled through snow and thick foliage to a flank 
and lobbed a grenade. Charging, he neutralised one terrorist in close quarter 
battle. With exemplary courage he closed in on to the second terrorist who had 
injured another solider and neutralised the terrorist in hand-to-hand combat. 
Lieutenant Chundawat Prashant Singh continued to lead the operation over seven 
days in extremely tough conditions till the successful completion of the 
operation, resulting in elimination of five foreign terrorists. 

Lieutenant Chundawat Prashant Singh showed raw courage, grit and 
bravery under effective terrorist fire. 

21. 9101356 HAVTIJ)AR RAKESH KUMAR. 1 st BATTALION THE 
PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 21 March 2009) 

On 21 March 2009, while tracking an infiltrating column in the thick jungles 
of North Kashmir, Havildar Rakesh Kumar, troop came under heavy fire by 
terrorists resulting in serious casualties including Team Leader. Undaunted, he 
took command of the situation and deployed his squad quickly, engaging the 
terrorists with effective Machinegun fire. Displaying indomitable courage with 
complete disregard to personal safety, he crawled to wounded commandos under 
heavy indiscriminate fire and pulled three of them to safety. In this process, he 
received multiple gunshot wounds but leading from the front, he charged firing 
onto the terrorists, lobbing grenades and killed two of them. This selfless and 
courageous act diverted the terrorists and led to safety of his comrades. 

Havildar Rakesh Kumar displayed espirit-de-corps, camaraderie and 
fortitude and made the supreme sacrifice in the highest traditions of Indian Army 
while fighting the terrorists. 

22. 13625790 NAIK MANOJ SINGH. 1 st BATTALION THE 
PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES). (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 22 March 2009) 

Naik Manoj Singh was member of an assault squad of his team operating 
in North Kashmir. On 22 Mar 2009, his squad was tasked to dominate a track 
leading from the jungle to a village in Kupwara District of Jammu & Kashmir. 
After prolonged surveillance, he observed suspicious movement on the track. He 
challenged the suspects on which they retaliated with a heavy volume of 
indiscriminate fire. During the ensuing firefight he received a burst of automatic 
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fire and a stray bullet struck his personal weapon and damaged it. Fearing safety 
of his squad members he displayed indomitable courage and with total disregard 
to his safety charged onto the terrorists lobbing grenades and killed one terrorist 
instantaneously but in the process sustained multiple gunshot wounds. 
Undeterred and bleeding profusely he outmanoeuvred the second terrorist and in 
hand to hand combat killed him with his pistol before succumbing to his injuries. 

Naik Manoj Singh displayed exemplary courage and valour of exceptional 
order while making supreme sacrifice in fighting the terrorists. 

23. 2795178 SEPOY HANMANT MAHADEO YEVALE. 2 MARATHA 

LIGHT INFANTRY 


(Effective date of the award: 22 March 2009) 

Sepoy Hanmant Mahadeo Yevale was member of a small team deployed to 
cut off the escape route of a large group of heavily armed foreign terrorists, in 
rugged, snow covered terrain. At about 0100 hours on 22 March 2009, the team 
came under heavy fire and was pinned down. Sepoy Hanmant Mahadeo Yevale 
with sheer disregard to his personal safety moved through snow and thick foliage 
to an advantageous position. He approached the terrorists from a flank and 
charged at their position bringing down effective fire. Bewildered by this 
onslaught from an unexpected direction, the terrorists tried to flee. SepOy 
Hanmant Mahadeo Yevale shot dead a terrorist at short range and followed the 
second terrorist into the nallah. He came under heavy fire but, undeterred, he 
outmanoeuvred and outflanked the second terrorist and neutralised him in hand- 
to-hand combat. 

Sepoy Hanmant Mahadeo Yevale displayed raw courage and bravery in 
the face of extreme adverse conditions. 

24. 4427599 SEPOY RUPOM GOGOL ASSAM REGIMENT / 42 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 28 March 2009) 

On 28 March 2009 at 0900 hours in the Jungle located in Jammu & 
Kashmir, during a search and destroy operation Sepoy Rupom Gogoi following a 
thickly forested, arduous mountainous route spotted a hide out and saw two 
terrorists close by. Sepoy Rupom Gogoi displaying raw courage and remarkable 
combat awareness, challenged the terrorists. Terrorists surprised by this 
audacious move opened indiscriminate fire and in the fire fight Sepoy Rupom 
Gogoi got grievously injured in the head despite wearing Bullet Proof Patka. 
Unmindful of his injury and refusing evacuation he proceeded perilously close to 
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the terrorists and in an unparalleled act of valour shot dead one of the terrorist 
through the neck from close quarter. Unfazed, he continued till he fell 
unconscious and later succumbed to injuries in hospital. 

Sepoy Rupom Gogoi's martyrdom is an unmatched example of gallantry, 
patriotic tenor while defending the motherland. 

25. 13622147 HAVILDAR MEAN THAKUR. 9™ BATTALION THE 
PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 05 April 2009) 

Havildar Vipan Thakur was the squad commander of a squad conducting 
search and destroy operation in general Area in Kupwara district of Jammu & 
Kashmir. 

Based on specific intelligence regarding presence of Category ‘A’ 
Divisional Commander (North Kashmir) of a dreaded terrorist group and his 
deputy, Havildar Vipan Thakur led his squad to a deliberate search of the 
suspected area. On 05 April 2009, the squad came under heavy volume of fire. 
Sensing grave danger to his squad, Havildar Vipan Thakur, with calm perception 
and utter disregard to his personal safety maneuvered his squad to dominate the 
terrorist fire while he himself kept engaging the terrorists from close range.. In 
doing so, he came under heavy volume of accurate terrorist fire and suffered gun 
shot wound in thigh and head. Despite being grievously wounded and bleeding 
profusely, in a rare display of raw courage and dogged determination he 
identified the exact location of terrorists, maneuvered himself close to that 
location and killed both the terrorists from close range before succumbing to 
injuries. 

Havildar Vipan Thakur, thus, displayed indomitable courage, unparalleled 
valour and made the supreme sacrifice while fighting the terrorists. 

26. JC-74651 NAIB SUBEDAR GANESH NATH. 7 ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 14 April 2009) 

During an operation Naib Subedar Ganesh Nath was the stop party 
commander at general area in Nagaland. On receiving information about 
movement of some armed cadres, Nb Sub Ganesh Nath alongwith 10 Other 
Ranks tactically moved his troops and re-sited an ambush. On 14 April 2009 at 
approximately 0215 hrs, Nb Sub Ganesh Nath observed some movement along 
the fish farms. On being challenged the suspected terrorists opened fire with 
automatic weapons. Own troops retaliated but the fire was ineffective as terrorists 
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had taken cover behind the bund. Showing presence of mind and with sheer 
disregard to personal safety Nb Sub Ganesh Nath crawled around 50 meters 
towards the terrorists under heavy fire and killed two of them by his firing. 
During course of this action, he was hit with a bullet on his left foot. Despite 
being gravely wounded, he directed his personal weapon’s fire on to the 
remaining one terrorist and was successful in eliminating him also. 

Nb Sub Ganesh Nath displayed unflinching selfless dedication, 
unconventional planning, boldness in execution of a swift surgical action against 
terrorists.
